ENGLAND IN EGYPT. : 

An amusing light on Tarkish intrigaes in 
Egypt is thrown by an ingenuonsly arttul 
letter which has been written to the Editor of 
the “Standard” by Mustapha Kamel Pacha, 
and which we reproduce in another colamn of 
to-day’s issue. Last autumn, it may be remem- 
bered, the writer was sharply criticised by 
the Standard’s Berlin Correspondent. He had 
been engaged in the patriotic task of trying 
to induce the German Government to interfere 
in our management of affairs in the Valley ot 
the Nile. This charge he does not deny (why 
should he %), bat launches forth into a general 
defence of the pan-Islamic movement. It is 
not anti-Christian, he says, bat he confesses 
that it is anti-British, As a matter of fact 
(as the “Standard” sdys in commenting on 
the letter), it is also anti-Christian, bat, 
so far as our immediate duty goes,. it is 
enough that the agitation is being condacted 
against our authority in Cairo. Mustapha 
Kamel Pacha tells us that we promised to 


evacuats the country and have not redeemed: 
our pledge. Well, whose fault is that? 


In 1£87 a distinct and definita offer was 
made by Lord Salisbury to the Porte, 
bat the Tarks refased on the ground 
that we claimed the right of returning 
in case of disorder being revived. Tie 


Turks had no use for Egypt excapt as & 


field for pecalation, and Sir Henry Wolff's 
mission came to an end. It is surprising that 
a man of the, world liks Mastapha Kamel 
Pacha—not to say a cosmopolitan—should 
think he is doing any goolto the Sultan by 
talking about British neglect of the “rights of 
the Egyptians.” What Egyptians 1 Mustapha 
Kamel Pacha is concerned,not for the Fellaheen, 
but for the Tarks, who are no longer allowed 


to prey upon them. He is sorry for the tigers 


who have no Christians to eat ! The deliver- 
ance of the Sadan from the Mahdi’s oppres- 


sion is represented as another wrong to an 


oppressed nationality. We have wrenched it, 
he says, from the Ezyptians ! Does he believe 
that English readers of newspapers are 50 
hopelessly ignorant as to believe that tha 
Mahdi was a patriotic Prince fighting in ths 
national caase ? What, we should like to ask, 
would have become of Mastapha Kamel Pacha 
and other semi-civilised Turks if the Khalifa 


had made his way to Cairo and, to put the 


matter gently, “assamed the direction of 
affairs’? He and his brethren, as representing 


"Ila slightly higher stage of culture, would 


have been sold into slavery, unless they 
had been executed on the spot. Is it 
a change of masters that he sighs for !

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EGYPTIAN BOUNDARY. 


THE TURKS’ INGENIOUS METHOD 
FOR ASCERTAINING IT. 


(From oUR CoRRESPONDENT.) 


Jerusalem, Jane 29. 


The Boundary Commission arrived at Rafah 
yesterday and after a stay of three days will 
proceed to El-Arish, whence they will embark 
for Port Said. It appears that the demarcation 
of the boundary line from Akaba to El-Rafah 
has been satisfactorily; marked out. Several 
military posts will be established by Turkey 
along the frontier. 


We understand that the Frontier Commis- 
sion will remain for the present at Rafah, 
where the final discassions between the dele- 
gates appointed by the respective Governments 
will be held. / 
The Constantinople Correspondent of the 
“Petit Parisien” learns that the method to 
be adopted by the Tarkish Commissioners with 
regard to the disputed boundary line between 
Egypt and Tarkey is as follows: The commis- 
sioners will take the declaration of the wander- 
ing tribes as to whether such territory is 
Turkish or Egyptian to the exclasion of all 
maps and geographical configuration.

Bedouin tribes was adopted by the Tarks when 
the boundary pillars disappeared near El Arish,

coal or lignite in tha Wady Keneh, about 18 
miles north-west of Keneh town. Subsequently 
to the issue of this report, and largely on the 
advice of Jchnson Pacha, whose long resi- 
dence in and acquaintance with the coantry 
entitles him to be considered an expert 
on all questions affecting the indastrial 
resources of Egypt, a syndicate was formed to 
tak3 over-a total ares of about 12,000 equare 
miles of what were believed to be coal- bearing 
lands, Some of these lands are situated in the 
Sinai peninsula, whence it is stated that coal 
and lignite have otten been brought to Suez. 
Those who are interested in the commercial 
development of Egypt would like to know 
what progress the syadicate has made in the 
way of getting saleable coal to bank. The 
importance of properly operated coal mines 


to the country is incalculable, and one would | 


beglad to hear that the syndicate had realised 
the anticipations ot those who originally 
formed it. (“Globe”). °

MUSTAPHA KAMEL’S PLEA. 


—_— —— 


Mustapha Pacha Kamel writes as follows to 
the London “Standard” :— 

Sir,—I read the message of your Berlin 
Correspondent concerning my visit to the capi- 
tal of Germany last autamn, and my interviews 
with her diplomatists, So I desired to fornich 
him here with answers of his involved questions 


| in that message, and to repudiate some of the 


false reports which appeared in the English 
papers about me and my country. 

I had not called ‘upon Constantinople last 
autumn as was reported by your Berlin Corres- 
pondent, and had not conferred with one of the 
German diplomatists on “Sinai question,” for 
I did not contemplate that such a question 
would be existed before the diplomatic world. 

I also believed, and still believe, that Tarkey 
was not clearing the ground for this emergency 
before its issue,as was claimed by some writers. 
My visit to Berlin was confined to inter- 
views and parleys on different topics. It is 
true that I expressed my astonirhment at 
the support given by Germany to England in 
Egypt, and her aid'to the British occupation 
from the beginning till the present time, 
although she proclaimed, and still proclaims, 
that she sympathises with Moslems and desires 


| to gain their friendship and good will. The 


declaration of these ideas and my defending 
the rights of my country, can not be regarded 
by the just as intriguing. ‘ 

Plotting.is not my characteristic, nor, I 
believe, that it is in the interest of my éountry. 

All English papers had committed many 
faults in diverse matters concerning Egypt and, 
her people. They stated that the anti-English 
movement in Egypt is an Islamic activity which’ 
has in view the persecution of the Christians 
in general. This isa very great misapprehen- 
sion and an awful charge, which we can not 
accept at all. We Egyptians know Ielamism in 
its trae sense. We know very well that it is the 
religion of progress, justice and civilisation and 
that the Christians Jive in great security under 
its rule. We know that the easiest path to rise 
and advance the Moslem nations is to go back 
to the trae principles of Islam and its sound 
rules, which were the sole cause of the supre- 
macy of Moslems in the past centuries. 

The European Press err so mach by saying 
that Pan-Islamism tends to waging destractive 
wars between the Moslems and Christians. 
Pan-Islamism is but a natural bond which binds 
Mahometans with each other through the 
obligations and sanctions of our religion. It has 
for its end their progress aud ascendancy by 
means of similar methods and measuarés. For 
the causes of their backward state are the same. 
Those are who animated by a true love to see 
the human race enjoying with prosperity ought 
to welcome the movement—Pan Islamism— 
which t nds to 300,000,000 homan beings, with 

much pleasure. 

I am of opinion that those who say that this 
movement is against the civilisation, mislead 
others and attack civilisation itself. Civilisation 
involves in its wider sense the prosperity and 
progress of mankind in general and rot the 
progress of one race to the disadvantage of 
another, nor the ascendancy of some nations 
over the others ; bat it implies the respect of 
the rights and honours of all nations and the 
individuals in general. The hatred with which 


the Egyptians are animated towards the British 


occupation is natural. The effects of this 
hatred were very clear in many occasions. 
Those who are holding the reins of the 
English politids are held responsible for that 
hatred and are its trae cauge. For they failed 
to falfil their promises that were given oabily 
before the world at large in connection of the 
evacuation of Egypt. They established the 
English occupation. without any recognised 
right. Their ambition was not satisfied by such 
one further. 
They stood against the rights of the Egyptians 
an i their desires and robbed them every power 
or authority in their country. They confused 
the education system in Egypt and moulded it 
in a'very bad style. They waged destractive 
wars against the poor classes—the largest 
classes—by means of clearing their sons of the 
Government schools. The Britisher who is 
astonished at such sentiments which animate 


the Egyptians may ask himself, “What would 


he do if England were occupied by a foreign 
Power which follows the same course and 
attitude followed by the English in E 

Of course the partisans of the Englis 
pation in Egypt say that it had en 
perity and wealth in the days oft is occupa- 
tion Although the most benefited by that 
wealth and prosperity are the outsiders, we 
publicly declare that wealth does aot make 
the wise forget this country and tha dearness of 
its a Ey ads So we prefer poverty accompa- 
nied by independence to riches combined with 
ooua peel 

The English papers expressed much surprise 
at the love and sympathy shown towards Tur- 
key by the Egyptians. There is no reason for 
such astonishment at all. For Turkey, in spite 
of the Islamic ties which bind us with her had 
respected autonomy ince it had been conferred 
by her upon Egypt up to the present time. 
It had widened its circle.in the days of Ismail 
Pacha instead of attacking it. Her respect to 
tte independence of Egypt had gore more far- 
ther. She refused to accept what was proposed 
by the Europe daring Araby’s revolation 
that she may send a T'urkish army to occupy 
the Nite Valley, and put an end to that 
rising. Had Turkey complied with that pro- 
posal, she would have served herself. and 
Egypt by securing her independence. 

Her refusal indicates that she respects so

' Sir,—The terrible Outrage against British 
officers stil] forms a prominent topic of son- 
versation throughout Egypt, and now is the 
time when the prevention. of eimilar occurren- 
és in the fatare should be discussed, and the 
-yoice of the thinking public heard. 

The severity of the sentences which were 
passed u those who were found guilty ot 
taking a leading part in the attack will doubt- 
less serve as a deterrent for some time to 
come, and, | trust, we shall hear of no farther 
similar incident either in the near or remote 
fature, We cannot, however, close our eyes 
to the tact that this occurrence is an excep- 


j tionally painfal illustration of the lawlessness 


and-even savagery of certain sections of the 
een. In some districts the fellah is a 
hard-working, law-abiding man who only con- 
cerns himself with the fraitfal labouring of 
his land. In many’ districts, however, and 
chiefly in the provinces ot Menoufieh, Behera, 
and the Fayoum, he has shown himself to 
be revengefal and criminal and he does 
not hesitate to commit murder, devastate his 
enemies’ crops, or slaughter his cattle. 
only punishment, save death, now inflicted 
for such crimes is imprisonment, and with 
such characters this fails to serve its end. 
A correspondent whom you sent to inquire 
into the facts of the attack on British officers 
at Denishwai remarked that the villagers are 
wont to use the taunt, “You've never been 
in prison.” Imprisonment ot sach people is but 
giving them food and lodging free with prob- 
ably 'ess bard laboar than they are accustom- 
ed to in their fields. For them incarceration 
holds no shame, nor do they lose by it, for 
their families carry on their work. The inflic- 
tion of fines is useless as. it but results in 
imprisonment owing to the refusal of the 
fellab to part with the smallest sam of money. 
It is necessary, therefore, that in order to 


-suppress the far too rampant criminality of 


certain villages in Egypt, some other form of 
punishment be made legal, and there only 
remaine, as far as I can see, the re-inatitution 
of corporal punishment. The certain knowledge 
that the commission of a crime. would entail 
the infl‘ction of severe bodily pain is the only 
thing which could make the criminal stay his 
hand. He. fears this above all others, except 
the extreme penalty of death, and if corporal 
punishment were again made law wa should 
gee & rapid decrease in crime. 

It also bahoves the Egyptian Government to 
snforga severe punishment for perjury. The 
COwimission of perjury is so common that it is 
almost safe to say that no case in which na- 
tives are concerned is heard without witnesses 
perjaring themselves. The evidence of the 


‘onbashi of police at the trial at Chibin el Kom 


is a proved example of the perjory of native 
witnesses, and very many others might be 


‘quoted. Let the punishment for perjury be 


made severe and the prosecution of those who 
bear false witness be strenuously carried out 
and it will then ba foand that the work of the 
judges. will be greatly simplified and the jaat 
sentencing of the guilty far more certain.—I

How far this discovery was 
welcome in itself may be open to discussion, 
bat there can be no question that it gave the 
agricultural population of Egypt a sense of 
security which they had never possessed so 
long as they imagined the British: occupation 
might prove as evanescent as it had been unex: 
pected. Whatever the like or dislike of the 
natives may have been to the system Of admi- 
nistration we had introduced into Egypt, they 


knew that onder our rale they need have no 


fear about disclosing any means they might 
possess. The enormous majority of the Egyptian 
popalation ate either landowners or live in one 
form or-another upon the lands they till. From 
the pashas and large landowners down to the 
humblest fellah, who toils from dawn to night 
in raising water by hand- drawn bucket to 
irrigate his little patch of land, every native 


felt instinctively that if the aathority of Great 


Britain was to be pernanént he need entertain 
no fear of showing himself richer than he was 
thought to be by his neighbours. All over the 
country hoards of money, which had been con- 
cealed for years, if not for generations, 
were suddenly bronght to light, while the ral- 
ing passion of every Egyptian, from the 
highest to the lowest, was toadd to the 
nomber of his fields. This being so, the prices 

of land began suddenly’ to rise, For instance, 
within a few weeks of the dam being commenc:- 
ed land in Upper Egypt rose in price from £10 
the feddan, or acre, to £40; and though this 
rise was naturally greater in the localities 
where the supply of water: had hitherto been. 
deficient, a gradual, though less rapid, rise took 
plaee in every province, from Assoaan to the 
Delta. The general extent of this rise may be 
best estimated by this fact, that while as late 
as 1888 it was calculated by official experts on 
the value of land that-the Daira Sanieh Estates, 
which had been surrendered by Ismail Peoha 
aad his children in order to raise the Daira 
Sanieh loan of £8,000,000, would barely suffice 
to pay off the loan ander the moat favourable 
conditions, yet the final sale of those estates 
in 1905 not only repaid the bondholders in 
fall, but left a net sarplae of from £6,000,000 
to £7,000,000, 

The sudden accession to the liquid assets of 
Egypt gave birth ‘to two. movements, which 
have materially contributed to the develop- 
ment of the country. The fellaheen did not 
alter their mode of life to any material extent 


‘in consequence of their newly-displayed wealth. 


They are certainly better fed and somewhat 


Jess poorly dressed, but they continue the same 


laBBrious, frogal lives | they Have led for 
centuries. Their only extravagance has been in 
the purchase of larger and better lands. For 
the first time the fellaheen have become open 
bayers of land whenever an eatate came into 
open market, and‘ it is their competition 
which has run up ‘the | price of land, as it 
fetches much more if sold in small lots than 
when sold in large blocks, lt is astonishing 
how high the fellaheen will now bid, and in 
consequence the number of petty landowners 
who cultivate their own lands by their own 
labour is increasing rapidly. ‘In itself this 
movement is matter for congratulation, espe- 
cially as Egypt, of all countries with which I 
am acquainted, is the one where the system 
of petite onltare oan be tried with mach chance 
of success, I am assored by all the land- 
owners I know that the fellaheen makes a 
greater prcfit out of his lands by manual 
labour than the most grasping of landlords— 
even if he should be a Copt—can ever make 
by hired labour. Indeed, I should regard this 
dispersion of large estates in Egypt amidst 
small holders as an unmixed benefit if the 
fellah purchased his new lends out of his own 
pocket. In ninety cases, however, out of a 
hundred he raises the major amount of the 


parchase-money by loans contracted ie the 
Greek village moneylender, at exorbitant rates 
of interest. 
Even the Agricultural Bank of Egypt, which 
was specially established under the: patronage 
of tha Khedivial Government in order to free 
the fellaheen from extortion, charges 9 per 
cent. a8 its minimam rate of interest, yet, 
though this rate is infinitely lower than those 
charged by the local bank; and by the land 
mortgage companies, the fellaheen, as a body, 
still’ prefer the village usarer, who, in con- 
sideration of the-large interest he charger, will 
give the borrower time to pay, and does not 
sell him up at once if he happens to gat into 
default. I cannot see myself how the fellaheen 
csn possibly make a sufficient profit, even out 
of good land, to enable him to get a living 
for himself and to pay interest upon two- 
thirds or three-fourths of the purchase money 
at from 10 per cent, to 20 per cent. - If 
he has done so hitherto, this hag only 
been due to the very high price of the 
cotton crop; and if there should be any 
serious fell in this price the fellaheen, | am 
convinced,will, ss a body, make default in pay- 
ment, the banks and financial institutions will 
forthwith call in their overdratts,and there will 
be a “very bad qoarter of an hour” for the 
borrowers. I am assared, however, by persons 
who speak with authority on these subjets that 
any serious fall in the price of cotton is very 
improbable, and that even if it should occur, 
and if the banks should call in their loans in 
consequence, the Government would be com- 
pelled to take steps to hinder any wholesale 
eviction of the small fellaheen landowners. I 
am not myself fally satisfied with these assur- 
ances; but I am bound to say that local autho- 
rities do not anticipate any sudden fall in the 
present prices of land in Egypt. Moreover, 
there is this to be borne in mind. Evenifa 
sudden “slamp” should arise in the valae of 
agricoltaral land its immediate effect would be 
to rain a very large number of small holders 
who have borrowed money they could not 
afford to repay, and would thus become dispos- 
sessed of their lands ; but the intrinsic value 
of these lands would remain the same, and pay 
the same land-tax as at present, so that the 
country as a whole would not be affected ‘by 
any changes in the proprietorship. © 
A similar statement cannot be made, if my 
view is correct, with regard to the second cause 
of the present inflated prosperity—the sadden 
and extraordinary rise in the value of town 
building lots throughout Egypt. Owing to the 
general increase of. wealth and to a conviction 
that this wealth may nowadays be displayed 
with impunity, the well-todo classes, unlike 
the fellaheen, are changing their modes of life. 
Instead of concealing their command of money 
they indalge in hitherto unaccustomed luxa- 
ries and become large ‘purchasers of foreign 
wares, & fact which accounts for the extraordi- 
nary increase in the imports daring the last 
few years, The imports have gradually risen in 
value, till they almost surpass the exports. This 
change may possibly prove detrimental here- 
after to the financial position of Egypt, buat its 
immediate effect has been to cause an extraor- 
dinary rise io the value of building sites. Within : 
the last few yearsthe class of landowners, whose 
income is not derived from manual Jabour,have 
adopted the custom of having houses in the 
town as well as in the country. The necessary 
resalt has been a sudden demand for town pro- 
perties, and a rapid rise in the values of sach 
properties. Tha first thing which strikes any ' 
traveller who, like myself, knew Egypt well 


in the days before the British occupation, is the | 


transformation which has taken place in what 
we should call the roadside towns, but which 
-~as there are still no roads in Egypt—muat, 
I suppose, be described as the railway and 
river-side towns. Everywhere one sees new and 
handsome stone houses replacing the old lath 
and plaster tenements, and even the mad-bailt 
huts of my early recollections. [t you enter ' 
these towns you will find fairly good hotels, | 
rows of flourishing shops, which have displaced , 
the old windowless mad hovels, where the mer- 

chant sold his wares in the open-air ; and com- 

fortable carriages plying for hire in the streets. ' 

To some extent this-is accounted for by the 
development of the railway system, and the 
great increase inthe number of tourists, but 
it is mainly doe to the constant immigration 
of well-to-do 
the towns. 

I am told on all sides that the main cause of 
this immigration ia ueual in domestic matters 
allover the world—the influence of women. 
The ladies of the harem are determined to 
have residences in the towns, and as usual, 
their lords@nd masters have succumbed to their 
predominant partners. Tome, asan outsider, it is 
not very intelligible why ladies who, in town or 
country, reside, or are supposed to. reside, 
within the harem, should attach much import- 
ance as to whether the harem is situated in 
the former rather than'in the latter. In the 
Bast, however, as in the West, itis useless 
for & mére man to investigate the workings 
of the female intellect, 
argue with one wife, it. is still more difficul 
to argue with four legal wives, supposing 
they all happen to be ot one mind, anda 
wise husband, in Africa as in Europe, gives 
way for the sake of peace to the wishes 
of the harem, whether monogamous or poly- 
gamous. 

The inmates of the harem naturally prefer 
the capital to any provincial town, and I 
have no doubt the wealthy landowners, if 
they have any choice in the matter, however 
much they may dislike quitting their country 
homer, where they could look after their 
lands, are less reluctant to.tske up their 
abodes in the metropolis. For them, at veh 
rate, Cairo has many attractions of a pe 
sonal, political. or social character, tar greata 
than those offered by the Jarge provinci 
cities, such as Tantab, Zagazig, Mansoura 
or Damavhonr, not to mention a score — 
others.

be any means exclusively, directed to the 
capital. This exodas, commenced at least 
a dozen years ago, has gone on _ increas- 
ing year by year, and upto date has 
shown no sign of diminution. At the outset 
the new houses required by the newcomers, 
Levantines as well as Mossulmans, were built to 
order, the builders having first satisfied them- 
selves as to the requisite tands being duly forth- 
coming. In so far as I can learn, what I may 
call speculative building only commenced about 
two or three years ago. New quarters of the 
town sprang up in the direction of the Abas- 
sieh and of Ghezireh.The price of land rose by 
leaps and bounds, and landowners, builders, 
contractors, uphbolsterers, and gschitects amassed 
large fortunes without incurring any serious 
risk of loss. The process of housebuilding con- 
tinued with such unchecked rapidity that the 
day seemed near at hand when no building 
groand could be found within the existing 
confines of the city. It was then that the 
era of speculative building commenced in 
earnest. 

Cairo proper is practically confined Sotwuen 
the Nile on the west and the Mokattam. range 


of hills on the east. The site lying between | © 


these two boundaries is already covered by 
dwellings. The principal spaces left untouched 
for building purposes were roughly the desert: 
land lying along the plain, across which the old 
railway ran from Cairo to Suez, in the days 
of the overland mail, and the partially calti- 


vated land about Ghizeb, on the western banks |. 
of the Nile. When [ returned to Cairo last] 


November, after two years’ absence, I found 
Cairo in the course of reconstraction. The 
Ismailich and Kasr-el-Doubsra quarters were 
built over up to the bilt. Everywhere whole 
streets of houses, which were quite new in 
1908, were being pulled down in order to maka 
room for new houses with additional storeys. To 
an old visitor like myself; who remembers the 
time when the desert commenced at:the back. 
ot the then New Hotel, and when the Esbe- 
kich gardens, now the Continental Hotel, were 
@ sort of no man’s land, haunted by pariah 
dogs, the city has lost mach of its Oriental 
character. I could say a great deal more about 
the disfiguration of Cairo and especially about 
the enormity of building huge flata of many- 


storeyed buildings, shutting out the light and 


air from the strests in which they stand; bat I 
am writing about Cairo, not from an artistic, 
but from a business point of view; and I 
must admit that if] had owned landed pro- 
perty in the city the certainty of being able to 
sell it ata fabulous profit would have conso- 
led me to a large extent for the desecration of 
a city which is to me almost a second home.
